Admitling this
which I8 by no means to he admitted,
how do thie Indiana makers suppose
thut the Eoglish menulacturers mansge
to exist aud lo make plale-gluss and to
make mopey in the luve ol ¢ mpetition
with the pauper labor ol Beigluw, Irom
which they are not prutected by any
duty whatsogver, sud from which they
are separated only by the width of the
channoel, instead of by the wiidth of the
Atlantle ocean and a thousand miles ol
railway transportativn which prolec:s
the labor ol New Aibany Irom the un-
derpaid labor of England? After 1he
plate-glass mukers bave answered this
question others wiil no douut urise.

Hu applied the
remedies prescribed hy the best madi-
cal nuthorities, Lu they proved incllee-
tual to cleck Lhe progres, ol the Iatal
diseose. Alter some weeks s number
of new cases occurred, ench having the
sume well marked symploms ol gan-
grenous nleer.  Seeing the hopelesness
ol fo lowing the line o1 wreatment adopt-
¢d betlore, he determined (o try sub-
nitrate ol bismuth applied externally to
the affucted parts. ‘I'he result isan hn-
medisle improvement in Lhe appeurance
of the uleers, and eventually s complete
care. From the first appearance of the
disrase in the iustitu:ion up to the pres-
enl Lime 24 onses were treated, includ-
ing the 4 thiat proved Iatal; and out of
tha 20 cases treated with the sub-nitrate
ol blsmuth only 1 resul'ed Iatally.
He cited the opioions of Drs, Eilivtsoun,
Rillewt, Barthaz, Neimeyer, West, and
others, 10 show that the disesse was
considered incurable. Dr. West lust
8 cases out of 10, while Barthuz and
Rilleit, of Puris, only saved 1 out of 21
cases. The di.covery made by Dr.
M¢Guire respecting the curative prop-
ertiea of bismuth in this malady, was
regarded by the members present ns one
ol the most valuable recently made in
mutlical science.

De. W. Y. White, president of the as-
soviation, 10 discussing the merits of
the paper, advanced the npinion that the
sab nitrate of bismuth acted nsa gor-
micide 11 the disease under coosidera-
tivn, and he believed thut a new lield
ol investigation had besn opened as 1o
its proper. ied in other kindred disenses,
He telt that the m-dieal prafession in
this country should bestow more atten-
tion to the perm theury ol dixease, which
was now buoing so thoroughly investiza-
ted by the leading scientisls ol Europe.
